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Claims 1-42 (CanceUed) 

43 . (Currently Amended) An aligmnent device for placing adjacent to and in front 
of a club head face to train a golfer to adopt a stance in which the gol fer's eves are positioned 
vertically above tlie device, comprising: c ompris e s two upwai'dly spaced-apart members 
which when viewed from above are adapted to enable die upper one of the members to be 
located cenfrally in the lower one of die members such that said spaced- apart members 
produce an eclipse effect bv the position of the upper one of said memb ers in relation to the 
lower one of said members when the golfer's eves are correctly positio ned direcdv above a 
center line of die club head . 

44. (Previously Presented) An aligmnent device according to claun 43, wherein at 
least the upper one of the members has a circular outline when viewed from above. 

45. (Previously Presented) An alignment device according to claim 44, wherein the 
lower one of the members has a circular outline when viewed from above or has a marking 
on its upper surface which is circular when viewed from above. 

46. (Previously Presented) An alignment device according to claim 45, wherein die 
diameter of the cii'cular outline of the marking on the lower one of the members is equal to 
or greater than the circular outiine of the upper one of the members. 

47. (Previously Presented) An aligmnent device according to claim 43, wherein die 
members are connected togedier in vertically spaced-apart position by a central stem. 
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48. (New Claim) An alignment device according to claim 43, wherein the upper 
member comprises an upper plate having a first plurality of marldngs and the lower member 
comprises a lower plate disposed in parallel to said upper plate having a second plurality of 
marldngs corresponding to the first plurality of markings, and fiirther including a connector 
connecting the upper plate to the lower plate. 

49. (New Claim) An alignment device according to claun 48, wherein the markmgs 
comprise radial lines. 

50. (New Claim) An alignment device according to claim 48, wherein the markings 
comprise circular liues. 

5 1 . (New Claim) An alignment device according to claim 43, wherein tlie upper and 
lower members are of the same shape and size. 

52. (New Claim) An alignment device according to claim 43, wherein the upper and 
lower members are circular plates having the same diameter. 

53. (New Claim) An alignment device for placing adjacent to and in front of a club 
head face to train a golfer to adopt a stance in which the golfer's eyes are positioned 
vertically above the device, comprising: two upwardly spaced-apart members of the same 
shape and size which when viewed from above ai'e adapted to enable the upper one of the 
members to be located centrally in the lower one of the members such that said spaced-apart 
members produce an eclipse effect by the position of tlie upper one of said members in 
relation to the lower one of said members when the golfer's eyes are correctly positioned 
directly above a center line of the club head. 
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54. (New Claim) An alignment device according to claim 53, wherein the upper and 
lower members are circular plates having the same diameter. 



55. (New Claim) An alignment device according to claim 54, further including a 
connector for connecting the upper plate to the lower plate.
